TYLER, Nov. 26.—(/?)—Five per- 


son were drowned today at Prai-

young bank robbers, equipped with 
acetylene torches, 
toiled for two 


hours early today in a futile ef- 
fort to burn their way into the 
vault of the Citizens State bank 
at Richardson. They managed to

KANSAS "CITY, Nov. 26. 


— (fp) —Thick-falling snow, 
the first of the season at 
most points, gave Missouri,

Oklahoma a white Thanks- 
giving day. Temperatures 
were not severe and much 
of the snow melted as it 
fell. 
There was enough, however, 
to 


blanket the ground to a depth ot 
an inch or more over a wide area.

and air men. 


The wet snow was a distinct aid 
to the Kansas wheat belt. In the 
vicinity of Salina aijd Hutchinson 
an inch to two inches lay on the 
ground.

EFFORTS STABILIZE 
COTTON ATTACKED BY 


HEAD Of SHIPPERS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. 


—(IP)—A thorough congress- 
ional investigation of the 
Farm Board's cotton stabili- 
jzation activities was request- 
ed today of the senate agri- 
cultural committee in "the 
name of economic sanity." 


J. W. Garrow, president of the 


American Cotton 
Shippers' 
As- 
sociation, presented the 
request. 


His association, he said, market- 
ed 75 per cent of the cotton pro- 
dduced in the United States. Blunt- 
ly he marshalled his allegations 
against the stabilization program. 


He asserted direct and indirect 


stabilization operations had dam- 
aged rather than benefited pro- 
ducers and "utterly failed" of their 
intended purpose; that they re- 
sulted in a treasury loss of from 
$70,000,000 to $80,000,000 on pres- 
ent stabilization corporation hold- 
ings; and an additional loss ap- 
proximating $40,000,000 upon spot 
cotton and futures contracts held 
by co-operatives. 


They so stimplated cotton pro- 


duction, he added, as to pile up 
the present burdensome surplus; 
discouraging cotton 
investojs in 


this country and 
abroad; 
they 
greatly 
curtailed European 
mill 


purchases of the domestic staple 
and created a fear, particularly by 
"the May-July, 1930, squeeze," on 
the New York market as to the 
future safety of the hedging facili- 
ties essential to the marketing of 
85 per cent of the crop. 


Finally, he said, they were de- 


trimental to the best interests of 
the co-operatives. 


Garrow recommended legislation 


to prevent further direct stabiliza- 
tion opeations and provide for a 
liquidation of the existing stocks 
"in as orderly a fashion as pos- 
sible." 


The Investigation should b« di- 


rected, Garrow urged, to "ascertain 
the actual 
disposition of public 


funds which have been entrusted 
to the board." 


Contending the cotton marketing 


machinery will have on its hands 
25,203,000 bales this year, Garrow 
said clarification of the govern-, 
ment's program was essential.

A, Taylor, the 83-year-oid "Sage 
of Happy Valley" whose colorful 
career

Tennessee 
politics 


brought him national prominence, 
died early today. 


It was he who participated in 


the famous "War of the Roses," 
a campaign for the 
governorship 


that he and his brother, Bob Tay- 
lor, waged side by side against 
one another. . 


He had been in ill health since 


1929 
but it was only recently that 


his condition became critical. He 
lapsed into a coma Monday. The 
old political 
leader's two sons, 


Frank and Blaine Taylor, were at 
his bedside when the end came. 


Complications arising from ure- 


mia poisoning caused his death. 


Roses, red ones and white ones, 


played an important part in the 
life of "Uncle Alf" who lost his 
"War of the Roses" back in 1886 
and built a house by the side of 
a road in Happy Valley so lit 
could be a "friend to man and 
hunt foxes." 


That war is still fought by the 


firesides in Tennessee's mountains. 


Alfred A. Taylor was one of 


the most colorful figures in the 
political histoiy of Tennessee. 


Among the few republicans to 


be elected governor of 'that state, 
ho did not attain the office until 
34 years after the famous "broth- 
er vs. brother" contest of 1S8G, in 
which he opposed his brother, the 
late United States Senator Robert 
L, Taylor. 


The War of Roses 


The contest for the 
governor- 


ship of Tennessee which came to 
be called "The War of Roses," 
held the attention of the country 
throughout the campaign, 


The two brothers 
campaigned 


together. 
Alf, as he was familiar- 


ly known throughout his life, was 
the republican candidate and dur- 
ing the campaign wore a red rose 
in the lapel of his coat. Robert, 
the democratic candidate, counter- 
ed by wearing a white rose. 


Despite the fact that they dif- 


fered politically, the two brothers 
conducted themselves so gallantly, 
toward each other that they be- 
came the inspiration for a num- 
ber of books and lectures. Speak- 
ing from the same platform, they 
referred to each other in terms of 
brotherly affection, 
but 
assailed 


each other's issues vigorously. 


There were more white roses in 


Tennessee that year and Robert, 
the democrat, was elected, an3 
later represented his state in the 
upper house of congress. 


Three years later Alf, the re- 


publican, was elected to the 51st 
congress and was rcolected to the 
52nd and 
oSrel congresses. 
The 


years with consistent

of his state. The situation in 1920 
appeared to- him as the opportune 
time. He had reached the age of 
72 and his candidacy was opposed 
by some on the grounds that he 
was too old to make the cam- 
pai gn.

year governmental adventure in as- 
sisting the American farmer—was 
unfolded today in its second annu- 
al report to congress. 


Given out through the senate 


agricultural committee which sum- 
moned Chairman Stone for an ac- 
counting, the report painstakingly 
described 
the 
spectacular opera- 


tions in wheat and cotton markets 
and liberal loans to co-operatives 
—objects of fire from sharp-shoot- 
ing critics. 


In Its whoesale price stabiliza- 


tion purchases, the grain stabiliza- 
tion corporation bought 329,641,052 
bushels of wheat at 
a 
cost of 


$270,204,503. 
On November 1 it 


still had 189,656,187 bushels. 


The cotton stabilization corpora- 


tion took 1,319,809 bales off 
the 


market at a cost of $107,533,246. It 
now holds 1,310,789 bales. 


Since these purchases were made, 


commodity values have declined 
sharply, but the board did not es- 
timate its ultimate loss. This, it 
said, must be reckoned when final 
sales are made. The- only determ- 
ined loss set forth la $789,863 in- 
curred by the Farmers' National 
Grain Corporation, a central co- 
operation, in accumulating grain 
for drought relief.

and 1933 with increased prices and 
additional help from the federal 
government ag incentives to speed 
the work before Jan. 20. 
Ten of the 11 state represented 


a.t yesterday's southwide confer- 
ence called by Governors Theo G. 
Bilbo of Mississippi and Harvey 
Parnell of Arkansas 
adopted a 
resolution 
calling for 
southwide 


passage of uniform laws embody- 
ing a 50 per cent acreage reduc- 
tion for the two years. 


Of the state represented, only 


four have passed reduction laws, 
while a fifth—Louisiana—has gon« 
on record as favoring a complete 
cotton holiday in 1932. The plan 
endorsed at the conference, while 
calling for a 100 per cent acre- 
age reduction, scatters the reduc- 
tion over a two-year period. 


Those states which have not 
taken 
action 
through legislative 


channels to restrict cotton acre- 
age were called upon by the con- 
ference to do so before Jan. 20, 
The governors of the states were 
urged 
to 
convene their 
legisla- 


tures at once to take steps out- 
lined by the conference here. 


In ma.king the vote on the uni- 


form resolution unanimous, Gov- 
ernor Russell of Georgia frankly 
straddled the issue to the extent 
of serving notice that before he 
will convene the Georgia legisla- 
ture he must be assured of sim- 
ilar action by the governors of

new charter of manhood, a new 
conception of a man's relation to 
man, a new standard for Chris- 
tian relations between master and 
slave, between employer and work- 
man. 
Onesimus, said Paul, was no 


longer a piece of chattel property, 
but a man, a Christian, a brother 
beloved. 
Punning on the i.ame. 


Onesimus, which means "Helpful," 
Paul said that he had once been 
unhelpful; but. was now helpful to 
both of them. 


In its high courtesy, its fine re- 


straint and tactful allusions, this 
is a model letter. Paul, the Apps- 
lle, might have used his authority! 
to order Philemon, his convert, to 
send Onesimus back as a freed 
man, 
to serve the frail and aged
